LONDON, Dec. 28 -Ships of the B ritish home fleet which sent the 
Nazi battleship S cham horst to the bottom off the northern tip of N or­ 
w ay su stained only m inor dam age in the nav al action, an official ad ­ 


m iralty statem ent said today . 
The conv oy which v essels of the home fleet were cov ering when 
the S cham horst w as discov ered w as u nm olested, the adm iralty said. 
" It 
is not y et possible 
to giv e a detailed accou nt of the action in 
which the S cham horst w as 
su nk," said the statem ent. 
" It can, howev er, be sta te d th a t the conv oy w as not m olested. Only 
m inor dam age was su stained by tw o of His M ajesty 's ships.’* 
The N azi-operated P aris radio said m eanw hile th a t the 26.000-ton 
S ch am h orst had 1,460 men aboard and th a t the engagem ent leading to 
the sinking of th a t im portant u nit 
of the G erm an fleet 
"w as 
the 
biggest of the w ar in 
w estern 
w aters." 
The au th oritativ e British Press 
A ssociation said th a t possibly only 
one 
B ritish 
battleship— which

You 
cannot squ eeze them into any old 
kind of shoes, pinch them with 
thong* that ru b the skin and then 
rest ISO pou nds on their arche* 
Aithou t b ad resu lts. 
W ear the kind of shoe* you r war 
iob demands. If you need thick 
-oles for hot floor*, if you need 
steel-capped safety shoe* to pre­ 
vent foot inju ries, if you need 
shoes with wooden pegs in the 
soles and copper nails in the heels 
to prevent sparks, get them. That 
ie th* kind of shoe you mu st wear. 
A nd,for heaven’? sake,get shoes 
that tit, regardless of bo w they 
look. In general the hygienic qu al­ 
ity of a shoe is in inverse ratio to 
its external appearance. Stockings 
are important too. It is qu ite likely 
that if all the -ilk and nylon stock­ 
ings disappear to b e replaced b y 
wool or cotton su b stitu tes many 
American women will b egin a new 
era of foot comfort. 
Comfortab le Shoes 
The most comfortab le shoes are 
leather, welt, oxford ties with five 
eyelets and a tongu e, closed toes, 
- ou nd and fu ll in front, b road heel* 
not over one and a qu arter inches 
sigh. X shoe that is too b ig and 
ioose is almost as mu ch of a 
trou b le-maker as one that is too 
tight—it ru b s callou ses and b u n­ 
ions on you . 
The ideal shoe shou ld allow for 


the splaying of the toes, shou ld b e 
snu g over the heel and instep. The 
instep shou ld not b e reinforced, as 
that tends to make a cripple of the 
longitu dinal arch, b u t a snu g in­ 
step exercise* the arch and pre­ 
vent* it b eing "b roken”. 
Postu re is something the work­ 
er who is on his or her feet most 
of the time mu st learn. You will 
not tire so qu ickly if you ob serve 
the ru les for correct postu re. Keep 
the feet a few inches apart par­ 
allel to each other and with the 
toes pointed straight ahead. Feel 
you r weight ju st a little towards 
the ou ter b order. Don’t let the 
ankles tu rn down or the toes tu rn 
ou t. 
Bathmic the Feet 
Bathing the feet is an excellent 
way to harden them and relieve 
aches. 
They shou ld b e b athed 
every night in warm. soapy wa­ 
ter: not too hot b oca 
* the skin 
will b ecome too tender. Dry care­ 
fu lly, especially b etween the t<es. 
The contrast b ath is a splendid 
foot conditioner. Two b u ckets or 
the floor, one with hot. one with 
cold water. Immerse the foot in 
the hot for two minu tes, then half 
a minu te in the cold, b ack and forth 
five or six times. Then the other 
foot. Dry and powder as ab ove. 
Then lie flat on you r b ack, with 
you r feet on two pillow* to help 
drain the excess b lood.

And the poor fel­ 
low, often crippled in b ody and distressed in spirit, is tu rned lo o s* 
at the job of making a living in the civilian w-orld he only half re­ 
memb ers. Often he find* his old job gone and it doe* happen some­ 
times that he literally has no place to go. 
I heard of a veteran of this war, a recent psychiatric rose u is- 
charged from a west < oast hospital, who disappeared. His 
family 
in the east cannot trace him. His wife and children are in nee© of 
money. 
The man is wandering amo ng people no longer interested in hint 
b ecau se he is no t in unifo rm. The nu mb er of su ch strays ii, of cou rse, 
insig nificant compared with the throng that will soon b e ru dder!***. 
This may lie a dangerou s policy especially in th# cases of men who 
are mentally depressed. It is likely that su ch convalescents may 
figu re in qu arrels and fights of ail aorta, so one of my wise friends 
tells me. This will b e b ecau se any man who for months has b een 
trained to kill as soldiers mu st kill if they wou ld su rvive will au to­ 
matically atrike who ever get* in his w'*y.

Comfortable Shoes 
The most comfortable shoes are 
leather, welt, oxford ties with five

loose it alnrost as much of a 
trouble-maker as one that is too 
tight—it rubs callouses and bun­ 
ions on you.

The number of such strays is, of course, 
insignificant compared with the throng that will aoon be mdderlese. 
This may be a dangerous policy especially in th# cases of men who 
are mentally depressed. It is likely that such convalescents may 
figure in quarrels and fights of ail aorta, so one of my wise friend* 
tell* me.
